Dear  Chief  Ron  H.  Clark, 

So  far,  this  year's  number  of  dogs  shot  by  law  enforcement  officers  nationwide  totals  346.  This 
represents  an  average  of  49  dogs  shot  per  month.  Six  of  these  incidents  involved  Idaho  law 
enforcement  officers  who  were  from  Boise,  Coeur  d'Alene,  Filer  and  Nampa  Police  Departments.  In 
three  of  those  incidents,  legal  proceedings  against  the  respective  departments  were  initiated  or 
settlements  reached. 

As  residents  of  your  policing  jurisdictions,  we  share  your  concern  for  your  officers'  safety,  but  we  are 
even  more  so  concerned  for  the  safety  of  the  residents.  In  the  Boise  incident,  4  stray  bullets  hit 
unintended  targets.  The  Filer  shooting  happened  just  outside  of  a  9  year  old  bo/s  bedroom.  In  Coeur 
d'Alene,  an  officer  shot  into  a  parked  vehicle.  In  Wichita,  Kansas,  a  10  year  old  boy  was  struck  in  the 
knee  and  a  second  bullet  struck  a  residence  when  the  officer  attempted  to  shoot  a  dog,  and  officers 
from  Clifton,  New  Jersey  and  Riverside,  California  shot  themselves  while  trying  to  shoot  at  dogs. 

We  are  aware  that  a  lot  goes  through  an  officer's  mind  when  called  out  for  an  incident,  and  that  not  all 
such  shootings  should  be  condemned.  However,  we  are  also  convinced  by  local  testimonials  published 
after  the  recent  Defensive  Tactics:  Canine  Encounters  training  in  Filer,  and  by  news  coverage  of  the 
Louisiana  Governor's  Animal  Welfare  Commission  (LAWC)  regarding  this  course,  that  many  of  these 
firearms  discharges  could  be  avoided  with  proper,  practical  training  in  understanding  dog  behavior  and 
the  use  of  "soft  technique"  alternative  methods  to  defend  against  dogs  perceived  to  be  aggressing  an 
officer. 

On  October  30^^  the  Ada  County  SherifTs  Department  will  be  hosting  Jim  Osorio's  Defensive  Tactics: 

Canine  Encounters  training.  This  training  was  previously  scheduled  for  July  10^^,  but  had  to  be 
rescheduled  because  of  insufficient  registration  numbers. 


For  the  safety  of  our  communities  and  our  law  enforcement  officers,  we  respectfully  request  that  your 
agency  takes  a  pro-active  stance  and  affords  its  officers  the  opportunity  to  partake  in  this  nationally 
renowned  and  much  needed  training  course.  This  letter  has  been  sent  to  all  Idaho  law  enforcement 
agencies.  We  ask  that  you  kindly  provide  a  brief  response  acknowledging  your  receipt  of  this 
correspondence.
